1 . The Office Action has been made issued in response to amendment filed August 
31,2010. Claims 1-34 are pending.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record teaches or fairly suggest "calculating a flux for each of a plurality of 
zones on a set of reference images comprising a parasite background image and an 
adjustment image, and calibrating the fluxes of the acquired image using the fluxes of 
the set of reference images; and reconstructing the acquired image from the calibrated 
fluxes of the acquired image so as to eliminate a pattern due to the optical fibres".
